(1)  Born  in  England  in  1590.  Died  (or  was  buried)  in 
Providence,  R.  I.,  October  26,  1673.  Came  to  America  in 
"Higginson's  Fleet,"  landing  in  Salem,  Mass.,  June  29,  1629. 
Lived  there  until  spring  of  1638,  when  on  account  of  sympathy 
with  the  Hutchinson  party,  whose  desire  was  to  enjoy  and 
promote  a  larger  liberty  in  the  worship  and  service  of  God,  he 
was  banished  that  year  and  went  to  Rhode  Island  to  join  Roger 
Williams,  by  whom  he  was  baptized  in  1638  or  39.  He  was 
one  of  the  signers  of  the  compact  in  Providence,  July  27,  1640. 
His  name  occurs  on  the  list  made  in  1655  of  "Ye  roule  of  ye 
Freeman  of  ye  colonie  of  everie  Towne."  Member  of  general 
assemblie  for  several  terms.  Justice  of  the  peace  for  many 
years.  27th  of  the  second  month  of  1650  appointed  one  of  three 
men,  for  "The  Tryall  of  causes  at  the  general  court  of  Tryall." 
A  delegate  from  Providence  to  the  convention  held  in  Ports- 
mouth, R.  I.,  May  19-21,  1647,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
a  government  under  the  charter  brought  from  England  by 
Roger  Williams.  (This  was  the  beginning  of  the  colony  of 
Rhode  Island.)  The  records  of  the  "Society  of  Friends" 
indicate  that  he  was  a  member.  Was  commander-in-chief  of 
the  militia  of  the  colony,  with  the  rank  of  colonel.  Buried  on 
his  land  in  Providence,  upon  what  is  now  the  S.  E.  corner  of 
Waterman  and  Benefit  Streets.

One  of  the 
garrison  of  block  house  in  Providence  during  King  Philip's 
war.  This  garrison  saved  the  town  of  Providence  from  being 
wholly  destroyed.

On  his  farm  is  a  large  mass  of  rock  known 
as  the  Snake  Den,  and  from  this  fact  his  descendants  are  known 
as  the  "Snake  Den"  line.

(12)  Born  March  12,  1705.  Died  before  his  Father.  Lived 
at  Gloucester,  then  at  Johnston,  R.  I.  Moderator  of  first  town 
meeting  held  in  Johnston.  Memberof  town  council,  overseer 
of  poor,  auditor,  representative,  lieutenant  of  militia.

(30)  Born  November  17,  1761,  at  Gloucester,  R.  I.  Re- 
moved to  Plainfield,  Conn.,  when  a  boy  and  entered  the  Revolu- 
tionary Army  on  August  1,  1778  as  a  substitute  for  his  brother 
Abraham.  He  served  four  terms  of  service,  ending  January 
1782.  Record  in  Pension  Bureau.  Lived  in  Cornish,  N.  H. 
for  about  thirteen  years  and  then  removed  to  Ohio  County,  Va., 
near  Wheeling,  where  he  lived  for  twenty-one  years  before  his 
removal  to  the  state  of  Ohio.

An  incorporator  and  professor  of  Indiana  Medical  College. 
Surgeon  Major  of  2nd  Div.  20th  Army  Corps,  Dept.  of  Cumber- 
land, and  other  services  during  Civil  War.  Was  captured  by 
the  Confederates  and  imprisoned  at  Macon,  Ga.,  and  Charles- 
ton, S.  C.     Bachelor.

Taught  country  school  and 
later  studied  law.  Admitted  to  Scott  County  Bar  in  1871. 
Elected  to  State  Legislature  in  1877.  City  Attorney  at  Daven- 
port, Iowa,  1883.  District  Judge  June  28,  1887.  Served  11 
years.  Justice  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa,  January  1,  1898,  for 
4H  years.  Resigned  July  1,  1902,  to  become  member  law  firm 
of  Lane  &  Waterman  of  which  firm  he  was  a  member  until  his 
death.  See  Davenport  Times  and  Davenport  Democrat  issues 
of  January  28,  1924,  for  fuller  account  of  his  life.  At  his  death 
he  was  one  of,  if  not  the  greatest  lawyer  in  Iowa.  Memorial 
services  held  by  Iowa  Supreme  Court  in  December  1925. 

(49)  Born  at  Hollidaysburg,  Pa.,  May  28,  1852.  Eldest 
daughter  of  Robert  Lowry,  Mayor  of  Davenport,  Iowa  in  1864, 
and  Elizabeth  Huston  McGhee,  granddaughter  of  Alexander 
Lowry  and  Margretta  Bauslaugh,  great  granddaughter  of 
Lazarus  Lowry,  and  Mery  Fleming,  great  great  granddaughter 
of  Colonel  Alexander  Lowry  and  Mary  Waters,  great  great  great 
granddaughter  of  Lazarus  Lowry  who  went  to  North  of  Ireland 
from  Scotland  with  Cromwell  in  1723.  He  left  Ireland  with 
his  four  sons  and  settled  in  Donegal,  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  in 
1728.  Died  in  Philadelphia  1753.  Col.  Alexander  Lowry,  his 
son,  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1723,  died  and  was  buried  in  Donegal 
Churchyard,  Pa.,  January  31,  1805.  He  was  one  of  the  greatest 
of  Indian  traders.  Was  guide  to  General  Forbes  on  his  march 
to  Fort  Duquesne  in  1758  and  also  to  Colonel  Boquet's  Army 
in  1763.  Fought  in  battles  of  Bushy  Run  and  Bloody  Run. 
Married  Mary  Waters  in  1752.  Was  one  of  leading  citizens 
and  largest  land  owners  in  Pa.  Became  active  on  side  of  Colo- 
nies early  in  1774  and  was  made  member  of  Committee  of 
Observation  and  Correspondence  of  Lancaster  County  in  1774, 


member  Provincial  Conference,  Philadelphia,  July  15,  1774, 
Carpenter's  Hall  Conference,  Philadelphia,  June  18,  1776,  and 
of  Convention  which  framed  first  Constitution  of  Pa.  In  1776 
commanded  3rd  Battalion,  Lancaster  County  Associators,  and 
was  in  active  service  in  the  Jerseys.  Was  senior  Colonel  of 
Lancaster  Militia  at  battles  of  Brandywine  and  Germantown. 
Was  member  of  State  Assembly  1775-1780,  and  State  Senate 
1781.  Justice  of  Peace  until  his  death.  Annie  Lowry  was 
married  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  October  24,  1877.     Living.
